ORDINANCE NO. 2559

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF ERLANGER, KENTUCKY, REPEALING
CHAPTER 44 OF ERLANGER CODE REGARDING BOARDS AND COMMISSIONS

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Erlanger entered the Interlocal
Agreement for the Kenton County Joint Code Enforcement Board; and

WHEREAS, the Parties to the Interlocal Agreement for the Kenton County Joint
Code Enforcement Board are authorized to exercise and enjoy the powers, privileges,
responsibilities, and authority exercised or capable of exercise by local governments of the
Commonwealth of Kentucky pursuant to KRS 65.210 to 65.300; and

WHEREAS, the City’s previous Code relating to a Code Enforcement Board is no
longer necessary as such duties will now be completed by the Kenton County Joint Code
Enforcement Board;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF
ERLANGER, KENTON COUNTY AND THE STATE OF KENTUCKY THAT

SECTION ONE- Repeal Chapter 44: Boards and Commissions

Underlined portions are to be added and portions stricken are to be removed.
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SECTION TWO



The provisions of this Ordinance are severable; and the invalidity of any provision of this
Ordinance shall not affect the validity of any other provision thereof; and such other provisions
shall remain in full force and effect if they remain valid in the absence of those provisions
determined to be invalid.

SECTION THREE: Conflicting Ordinances Repealed

All other ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict with the provisions of this
Ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict.

SECTION FOUR: Effective Date
This ordinance shall be effective as soon as possible according to law.
